Trustees'  Report  of  the  Cornish  Free 
Pubhc  Library. 

Received  from  the  town,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars, 
voted  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  March  12,  1895. 

On  hand  last  report,  $     .86. 

The  sum  of  $70.97  has  been  expended  for  books  and  book- 
binding, leaving  $4.89  in  the  hands  of  trustees. 

The  whole  number  of  books  now  in  the  library  and  cata- 
logued is  231. 

Seventy-five  volumes  have  been  added  during  the  year. 
Five  magazines  have  been  subscribed  for,  Harpers,  Scribners, 
Cosmopolitan,  St.  Nicholas  and  Munsey.  They  are  to  be 
bound  in  sets  of  six  volumes  each,  as  fast  as  received.  One 
volume  of  Cosmopolitan  and  St.  Nicholas  are  bound  and  are 
in  the  library  now.  At  the  end  of  the  subscription  year,  the 
ten  volumes  will  all  be  in  the  library.  Some  35  volumes  of 
Government  Reports,  memorials  and  miscellaneous  matter 
have  been  received  from  the  departments  at  Washington,  and 
are  now  stored  in  the  Town  Record  Building  for  want  of 
room  in  the  library  cases. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  last  legislature,  a  new  statute  was 
enacted  relating  to  "Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  Free 
Public  libraries."  The  following  section  is  the  most  impor- 
tant one  for  consideration  : 

Sec.  i.  The  Selectmen  in  each  town  shall  assess  annually  upon  the  polls 
and  ratable  estate  taxable  therein,  a  sum  to  be  computed  at  the  rate  of  thirty 
dollars  for  every  dollar  of  the  public  taxes  apportioned  to  such  town,  and  so 
for  a  greater  or  less  sum. 

Sec.  2.  The  town  may  raise  a  sum  exceeding  the  amount  aforesaid,  which 
shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner. 

The  books  presented  to  the  library  by  Dudley  Chase,  Esq., 
of  Claremont,  belonging  to  the  old  defunct  Social  Library 
are  at  P.  C.  Hardy's,  where  they  can  be  procured  by  anyone 
interested  in  them. 

It  is  earnestly  suggested  that  the  town  appropriate  a  suffi- 
cient sum  to  print  a  catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  library,  in 
the  annual  town  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


We  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  our  annual  report, 
the  same  being  for  the  year  ending  February,  1896. 

Our  schools,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  have  done  work 
very  creditable  to  all  concerned. 

Our  teachers  have  accomplished  as  much  as  could  be  ex- 
pected with  the  appliances  at  hand  and  in  some  instances 
even  more,  as  some  of  our  citizens  have  well  said,  "the  best 
term  of  school  we  have  ever  had."  To  the  latter  class  of 
schools  we  will  say  that  the  teachers  have  endeavored  to  put 
their  pupils  in  possession  of  their  talents  and  to  inspire  them 
to  love  those  things  belonging  only  to  a  good  school  in  every 
sense. 

Our  school  houses  are  considered  to  be  in  a  respectable 
condition  with  furniture  as  good  as  our  funds  will  allow.  For 
appliances  two  or  three  have  globes,  each  has  a  numeral 
frame  and  one  or  more  maps.  Two  flags  have  been  raised, 
one  in  Div.  3  and  the  other  in  Div.  6,  the  funds  for  which 
were  raised  by  citizens  and  pupils  of  those  divisions.  Thus 
a  patriotic  spirit  is  started  among  the  pupils  and  a  desire  to 
keep  up  in  the  progress  of  civilization  and  education. 

We  have  exchanged  the  Franklin  series  of  readers  for 
Raub's  New  Normal  Readers,  and  they  are  giving  most  ex- 
cellent satisfaction.  We  have  also  introduced  Eggleston's 
First  Book  in  American  History,  which  every  boy  and  girl 
wants  to  read.  We  believe  that  we  have  made  no  mistake 
in  adopting  these  books.  Harper's  writing  books  have  been 
exchanged  for  the  Normal  Review  System,  and  is  considered 
good.  A  change  in  physiology  and  geography  is  early  con- 
templated. 

We  have  maintained  24  terms  of  school  in  12  different 
houses,  258  weeks  of  school,  employing  12  female  and  four 
male  teachers.  Whole  number  of  pupils  registered:  Boys, 
91;  girls,  75;  total,  166. 

The  usual  statistical  table  and  roll  of  perfect  attendance 
will  be  found  appended.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


The  cases  of  small  pox  occurring  in  adjoining  towns  the 
last  spring,  required  as  a  precautionary  measure,  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Board  of  Health.  The  board  was  instructed  to 
procure  vaccine  material  and  encourage  general  vaccination. 
Most  of  the  vaccine  material  first  procured  from  three  different 
firms,  proved  unreliable,  but  at  last  material  procured  from 
the  source  which  supplies  the  hospitals  and  city  physi- 
cian of  Boston  proved  good. 

Two  cases  of  diphtheria  in  a  family  of  Sargent  s  below 
the  bridge  required  attention  and  isolation.  Also  a  case 
or  two  of  diphtheria  in  North  Cornish.  No  expense  oc- 
curred in  the  last  mentioned  cases^  I  believe.
